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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fukushima et 
al U.S. Patent Number 6,034,964. 

Re Claim 1 , fig, 1 teaches a permit table 8 also see fig. 5 (a route table), a 
Mapping table 9 (a quality descriptive table), Queue classified by quality output queue 6 
Tx (a plurality of output queues) and Packet forwarding section 10 (an output control 
section) for performing a read control on a packet from each output queue so as to 
achieve a quality set (See col. 4, lines 13 +), wherein 10 determines the destination 
based on the 8, 9, and header information of the packet and read out accordingly.
